Up Monopoly 


The Hongkong Government issued 
on Saturday. an: important com 
munique, announcing a change in the 
rice control scheme. 


The policy hitherto has been to 
avold direct Government storage and 
trading. Instend, dealers have been 
. ‘with the keeping of 
ndequate stocks as an essential con- 
dition of licence. Import has been 
facilitated and export has been per- 
mitted. Prices have been fixed. 


Thus Government has tried (1) to 
ensure against shortage, (2) to keep 
prices down, (3) to avoid destroy=- 
ing private enterprise, (4) to avoid 
departmental complications and loss

Text' of Communique’ 


The communique issued on_Satur- 
day 4s° signed by the * Golontal 
Sceretary, Hon, Mr N. L, Smith, and 
states: : 


“The Rice position, both In Hong- 
kong and Shanghai, has been’ most 
unsatisfactory for some months past, 
speculation in the commodity having 
been rife and profiteering: impossible 
of adequate control. ‘ Generally, 
prices obtainable for rice in Shang- 
hal, or other districts to which re- 
exports were made from Shanghal, 
were $o unreasonably higher than the 
controlled prices fixed in Hongkong 
that it was only a maotter of time. be- 
fore the local ‘domestic price level 
reached parity with the export mar- 
ket rates, and such operations re- 
gurred with frequency.

to Germany, he returned to China In 
1919 with the Labour Corps . and 
joined the Chinese Maritime Customs 
at Shanghai os o tide-waiter, from* 
where he was transferred to Pakhoi. 
Leaving the Customs: in 1922, he 
Joined the Prison Department, from 
which he Is now retiring after 10 
years' service. : 


In his younger days Mr Fuller re- 
presented his unit in swimming 
races and water polo events, and was 
a useful hand in the Kudd racing, 
which Is a well-known sport in the 
Artillery. 


Major J, L, Willeocks, D.S.0., M.C., 
Commissioner of Prisons, made a 
presentation on behalf of the Staff 
of o silver tea service to Mr Fuller, 
and thanked him for the good work 
he had done in the Prison garden at

Rex was undoubtedly a victim of 
the organized gang of dog thieves that

-\ sole. ‘The usual procedure was: fol- 


lowed,. A hole had been cut in the 
fence during the night and when onc} 
of the servants‘allawed Rex to take 
hig morning run in the garden, the 
thieves, ‘by -one of their various 
methods, evidently persuaded him. to 
attempt to leave the garden through 
the breach In the fence. A noose, 
‘similar to that used by the Municipal 
dog catchers was most likely slipped 
round his. neck and the dog was 
dragged out. .Marks of his claws in 
the soft earth ‘showed that he hud 
tried to resist. .
